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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of group I (claims 1-13) in the reply filed on 
7-13-07 is acknowledged. 

Claims 14-37 are withdrawn from further consideration pureuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected group II. there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 7-13-07. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sicill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 

consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e). (f) or (g) 

prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rangarajan et al (6,704,101 ) in view of Rinde et al (4,235,153). 

In the device taught by Rangarajan, a substrate is supported for movement within 
a processing environment and an incident light beam is emitted onto a surface of the 
substrate. A control system 106 controls movement of the substrate so as to selectively 
interrogate the substrate with the light beam. 

The device taught by Rangarajan differs from the claims by not including means 
to disable power to the motors of the device in response to failure of the power supply 
or the actuators in the positioning system. Rinde et al teaches a circuit that detects 
power supply and motor position transducer failures and produces output signals to 
disconnect the power supply. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the 
teachings of Rinde into the interrogation device of Rangarajan to meet the claims 
because both teachings are said to use motors to establish linear position in a system 
or device, with the protective Rinde teachings well known to be included into any 
system to enhance safety or reliability, or prevent enoneous operation.
